How the Observer's impressions are recorded and later broadcaet to the 


world is described in this artic le, written by a senior member of the BBC’s Engincering Staff. 


A vital task of broadcasting Is to 
give an accurate and vivid Lmpression 
of contemporary life and | cutrent 
events. The most direct way of do- 
Ing this !s by means of sound pic- 
tures which combine the actual 
sounds of events with the volces of 
the men nnd women taking part in 
them. Sometimes this cnn be doac 
vy roving mictophones, connected by 
telephone line to a studio centre, but 
the most Interesting topical material 


is‘ sometimes to be found at places]. 


remote from telephone lincs or: at 
thmes unsultable for broadgasting. 
It must then be collected by means of 
a mohile recording unit, 

Before ‘describing the activities of 
the mobile units in wartlme,. let .us 
look at-the equipment Itself. It is 
of two kinds—a heavy type mounted 
in a large van and a Ight portable 
apparatus carricd in a saloon: car. 
Ench .of these has its, special uses; 
both make records In the form of 
discs which are somewhat similar in 
appearance to ordinary twelve-inch 
gramophone records, but consist of a 
coating of special cellulose yarnish 
on a base of aluminium, i 

They are ready for playing as soon 
as the record has been cut, without 
any of the elnoborate’ Intermediate 
processes, Involved in making drdin- 
ary records,-and each disc can be 
ployed twenty or thirty times before 
it becomes: noticeable to those used 
in the disc-recording rooms at BBC 
studios. : 

Electric currents, corresponding to 
the sound waves picked up. by the 
microphone, cause vibrations of a re- 
cording stylus which cuts a wavy 
spiral track In the varnish on the 
surface of the disc. .The spiral 
motion {fs obtained by causing the re~ 
cording head which carries the stylus 
to move slewly ucrosy the sucface of 
the disc while the latter is rotating 
on the turn-table. “When the disc Is 
played, currents . similar’ -to those 
which were applled to the recording 
cutter are produced by the vibrations 
of the necdle in the gramophone 
pick-up; after amplifleation these 
currents carbo. made to reproduce 
the original sound through a loud- 
speaker, cither directly or through 
-the-medium of_wireless transmission. 

-. Mobile Unit 

A mobile unit of the heavier type 
consists of a motor van, welghing 
about six tons when laden, the body 
ef which Is divided info two coim- 
partments. One compartment ‘is 
acoustically treated. so as to form a 
small studio suitable for specch. 
The other contalns two sets of re- 
cording equipment (56 that a contitte 
ous recording can be made by passing 
from one turn-table to the other as 
ench disc: is finished) together with 
the associated amplifiers, the cor- 
trolling and switching equipment, 
and the battery-charging plant. 

Recordings can be made either of 
speech from the microphone in the 
studlo compartment, or of spcech or 
cther sounds picked up by other 
microphones outside the van ond 
connected to It by cables, 

The van can work away’ from Its 
base, If necessary, for several weeks 
at a time and, since the equipment-ts 
all operated from. batteries which can 
be charged from the engine of -the 
van, it is self-contained and indepen- 
dent of electric supply. mains. The 
size of the van makes it possible to 
uccommodate the most complete tech- 
nical equipment for controling the 
programme and checking the ac- 
curacy of the recording, and also to 
employ the most robust atd con-« 
venient form of recording npparatus. 

The turn-tables can be made level 
by hydraulically operated adjust= 
menty 50 thot recordings can bo made 


when the van Js standing on’ a slope. 


The speed of the. turn-tables: can be 
accurately adjusted, and gramophone 
Pick-ups and a loudspeaker are pro- 
vided for reproducing sound from th 
records when necessary.  - : 
Getting. The. News 
Although these. heavy "recording 
vans are well sulted to many: kinds 
of recording .work,. experience. hos 
proved that a lighter form of -mobile 


-lasor -batlery. The .‘shdft of

ulso. for direct outslde broadcasting 
work where suitable Post. Oftice tele- 
phone Mpes were available ‘to carry 
a ‘live’ broadeast.:. . - ae ie 
Tk owas . also necessary to 
provide {ocilitics for reproducing a 
recording and connecting. the output 
to u studio centre. The equipment 
hed also -to fit inta the car without 
uny modification of the standard 
bodywork and without fitting any 
special mountings in the car. 
The present design of the light 
recording unit is the result of a study 
of the problem by BBC engincers. 
It Is not possille for such a compact 
unit.to provide all the advantages of 
the heavier one—it cannot make uo 
continuous recording. Jasting longer 
than the duration of a single disc 
{about four minutes), and it lacks 
many of the facilities and’ refinements 
which are provided by.the heavy van. 
But where speed is essential it has a 
great.advantage, because the saloon 
car is not subject to the statutory 
speed limit of twenty miles an hour, 
which is Imposed on.the large van; 
moreover, it can be manocuvred more 
casily in narrow. streets and: parked 
in_more restricted spaces, 
The Recording Apparatus 
Tho apparatus consistg,.of three 
main parts: the recording. machine, 
te omplificr, and.the power-supply 
unit, - ed wis 
The recording machine,  con- 
sists essentlay of a heavy turn-table, 
the cutter-head, and the tracking 
gear which gives the .correct spiral 
form to the. groove. The tutn-tabie 
is driven by an_ electric motor 
operated from a twelve-volt raat 
his 
motor carries a small rubber wheel 
which ‘Is in contact with’ the rim of 
the turn-tnblie, so that tht latter is 
dri¢en smoothly and evenly at.o con- 
siderably lower speed than that of 
the motor, The same motor ciso 
drives the tracking mechanism;, this 
includes .a Ieadscrew which {fs sup- 
ported behind the turn-table and 
extends across the width of it. As it 
rotates, this Iead-screw carries a rigid 
arm slowly across the turn-table from 
the outer cde of the disc towards the 
centre; to the end of this arm js at- 
“the” cutter-heads7 which “100ks, 
very much Uke an ordinary gramc- 
phone pick-up except that instead of 
a steel neediz there isa steel cutter, 
the edge of which ‘s accurately shap- 
ed to carefully calculated angles, 
The action of the currents which are 
passed through the cutter-hend is to 
vibrate the cutter from side to side 
and so produce a waviners in the 
splral groove corresponding to the 
sounds which are belng recorded. 
Amplifier . . 
The weak currents produced by the 
microphone are applied to the input 
of an amplifier which gives an output 
suMcient ‘to opermte the recording 
cutter. This amplifier has three 
stages of amplification and uses the 
principle of ‘negative feed-back’ to 
neutralize any distortlon which may 
arise within itself or in the recording 
head. ae ary 
Thé first sectlon ‘of the ampll- 
flier ig the same 98 that used -for 
ordinary outside broadcasts, and it 
may be employed for this purpose by

Accuracy Of Sound | 
Reproduction 

To obtain faithful reproduction of 
the original sounds the speed of 
rotation of the turn-table must: re- 
main constant at the standard rate 
of seventy-elght revolutions per 
minute. The speed is constantly 
checked by means of a ‘stroboscope’, 
‘which consists of a number of holes’ 
drilled in the outer rim of ‘the turn- 
table and of a noon lamp which 
shines through = these. holes from 
beneath. This lamp is supplied with 
Alternating current from a small 
specially designed oscillator mounted 
in the cuse of the recording machine. 
The spacing of the holes in the rim 
of the turn-table is related to the rate 
of flashing of the lamp in such a way 
that the light oppears to remain 
stationary when the ‘turn-table js 
rolating at the correct speed, but to 
move round the turn-table In one 
direction or the other when the speed 
is too fast or too slow. a 

The power-supply unit contains a 
motor-penerator and smoothing cir- 
cults for the high-tension supply to, 
the nmplifier, the controls necessary 
for the low-tenslon circuits, and ‘a 
varinble resistance for regulating. the 
speed of the turntable, This unit 
is elnstically mounted to reduce vi- 
bration and supplies. direct current 
at four hundred volts; it is driven by 
.the accumulator battery. There are 
two small circuit breakers, one-to 
control the motor-gencrator and the 
other to control the filament supply 
to the amplifier; these switch off the 
current if an accidental short circuit 
occurs. . : . 

In order that the equipment can 
be“tissenibled “and” put into operation 
with the least possible delay, the 
connections . between the various 
units are made by means of Inter- 
connecting cables fitted with plugs 
and sockets, tho cables being care- 
fully. screened, where necessary, to 
prevent electrical interference, *, The 
whole of the cquipment operates 
fiom .two- batteries, cach consisting 
of five nickel-iron accumulator cells. 
One ‘of the batteries han o capacity 
of a hundred and twenty —smpere- 
hours and the’ other of cighty 
ampere-hours, the supply for the 
‘Mlamenty being taken from the 
larger battery. The turn-table 
motor and the motor-generator: take 
thelr supply from the two batteries 
connected .in serics. 

The equipment is. normally car- 
rled in a fourteen-horse-pawer saloon 
car, The supply. unit stands on the 
floor behind the driver's seat. Tho 
amplifler rests’ on ‘the top-of it and 
the recording machine stands on 
the rear seat of the car. The 
botteries are carried in the luggage 
boot and thelr connecting cables run 
through the back of the rear seat. 
The luggage boot also contains cable 
‘drums holding up to four hundred 
yards of screened microphone cable, 
| telephone sets for communication 
between the microphone points: and 
the recording engineer in’ the car, 
the three-channel .mixer, — loud- 
speakers, a telescopic microphone 
stand, and a kit of tools. There are 
ulso- hend-phones for checking ‘the 
programinme when it is not con- 
venient to use a loudspeaker.

A vilol task of broadcasting. Is to 
give an accurate and vivid impression 
of contemporary ‘life ond current 
events. The most direct way of do- 
ing’ Uiln ds by megns of sound pic- 
tures . which combine the actual 
sounds of events with.the voices of.

them. Sometlmes this can be done 
by roving microphones, connected by 
telephone line to a studlo centre, but 
{he most interesting topical material 


is sometimes to be found at. places}. 


rentote from telephone lines or at 
times unsuitable for broadcasting. 
Tt must then be collected by means of 
a mobile’ recording unit. 

Before describing the activities of 
the mobile unlts in. wartime, let ‘us 
look at: the equipment itself, It 4s 
of two kinds—a heavy type mounted 
in o large van and au light portable 
apparatus carried in a saloon car. 
Euch of these has its special uses; 
both make records in the form of 
discs which are somewhat similar in 
uppearance to ordinary twelve-inch 
gramophone records, but consist of a 
coating of spectal cellulose varnish 
on -a base of aluminium, 

They are ready for playing os soon 
as the record has. been cut, without 
ony of the claborate intermediate 
Processes involved In making ordin- 
ory records, and cach disc can be 
played twenty or thirty times before 
it becomes noticeable ‘to those used 
in. the disc-recording rooms at BBC 
studios, 

Electric currents, corresponding to 
the sound waves pleked up by. the 
microphone, cause vibrations of a ye- 
cording stylus’ which’ cuts a wavy 
spiral track "in the. varnish on the 
surface .of the disc. Tho spiral 
motion is obtained by causing the r= 
cording head which carries the stylus 
to move slowly across the surface of 
the disc’ while the Intter Js rotating 
on-the turn-table.

‘ecommodate the most complete tech- 
nical equipment for, controlling :the 
‘programme and checking the ac- 
curacy of the recording, and ‘also to 
tmploy the most robust and con- 
venient form of recording apparatus.
